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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Advisory Action is in response to the Amendment After-Final filed 3/26/07. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 3/26/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to Applicant's argument that Irvin does not provide support for 
selecting during connection set-up conditions that apply for processing of a first part and 
a second part of a packet in an error situation, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. 
Irvin et al. discloses that conditions for error processing depend on elements including 
the time of a data session, the locations of devices, the identities of devices, quality of 
service considerations, and grade of service considerations for a connection (See 
column 6 lines 20-33 of Irvin et al.). These elements are connection specific and must 
be detemiined at the time of connection set-up before packets of the connection are 
processed. Since these elements must be determined at the time of connection set-up, 
the error processing conditions relating to these elements are also determined at the 
time of connection set-up. Therefore, Irvin et al. does disclosed the claimed "selecting 
during connection set-up conditions that apply for the processing of a first part and a 
second part of a packet in error situation". 
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In response to Applicant's argument that Irvin does not disclose both parts of a 
data packet being separately sent upward in a protocol stack, but merely makes a 
generalization that the whole packet may be sent onwards, or not, depending upon 
where in the packet the error may be perceived, the Examiner agrees; however, this 
argument is moot since the current claims do not include sending only a part of an 
erroneous data packet up a protocol stack. An attempt to add this limitation to the 
claims has been made by amending, for example, claim 1 to state "transmitting, in 
response to said conditions allowing it, the first part or the second part to the upper 
protocol layers"; however, this claim limitation does not preclude both the first part and 
the second part from being sent to the upper protocol layers, as argued.
